she has seized since the Pacific 
war started — the Philippines, 
Wake and Guam; Hong Kong, 
Malaya, Burma and islands of the 
Pacifics the Netherlands East 
Indies and French Indo-China.) 
The above blueprint for breaking 

up the Japanese empire and liber- 
ating its conquered peoples in effect 
would divest Japan of the terri- 
torial loot won by aggression or 
trickery in five wars—from the 
Sino-Japanese war of 1894 to the 


present conflict, climaxed by her 
surprise attack on Pearl Harbor 
and her rapid conquests in the 


South Pacific. 
DRASTIC REDUCTION 


(Japan's possessions would be re- 
duced from some 3,000,000 miles and 
500,000,000 people to a little more 
than 148,000 square miles and a 
Japanese population of 75,000,000. 

(Thus, the three chief conferees 
apparently had agreed on a pro- 
gram which did not specifically in- 
clude Sakhalin Island, half of which 
Japan acquired from Russia in the 
treaty of Portsmouth in 1904, Pre- 
sumably this was because Russia 
was not represented at the confer- 
ence and is not now at war witb 
Japan.) 


The conferences were held in @ 
Strictly guarded zone which re- 
Strictions even yet will permit 
only to be described as in North 
Africa, (In Washington it was 
presumed that the meeting took 
place in Cairo or nearby, since the 
news came under that date line, 
and the principal participants 
visited the Sphinx and Pyramids 
which are in the vicinity.) 


That the decisions reached were 
not merely long-range planning was 
suggested by the fact that good 
fighting weather now prevails in 
China, Burma and India and that 
Admiral Lord Louis Mountbatten, 
Lt.-Gen. Joseph W. Stilwell and 
Maj. Gen. Claire L. Chennault, the 
three Allied commanders in that 
theatre, had plenty of time to pre- 
sent thgir plans to the conference, 


MACARTHUR AIDE PRESENT 


The southwest Pacific command 
of Gen. Douglas MacArthur was 
not ignored, for it was learned that 
his chief of staff, Maj.-Gen. Richard | 
K. Sutherland, was present, Suther- 
Jand’s name was not included in 
the communique of conference 
headliners, but it also had omitted 
naming Lord Louis, Stilwell and | 
Chennault, 

Gen. and Mrs. Chiang arrived 
by plane on the morning of Nov, | 
21, Prime Minister Churchill ar- | 
rived by sea the same evening 
after stops at Gibraltar, Algiers 
and Malta, and President Roose- 
velt arrived the next morning by 
plane, 


Behind a guard of thousands of 


soldiers and secret agents who 
toured the bedlam of bars, hotels 
and night spots seething with 


rumors, the three chiefs of govern- 
ment, their chiefs of staff and high- 
est advisers conferred morning, 
noon and night. 


CLOSED TO PRESS 

Newspaper correspondents were 
not permitted to see a single prin- 
cipal in the drama, and the only 
news given out by four non-journal- 
istic observers was largely limited | 
to the physical facts, such as who 
conferred with whom, and various 
social phases of the discussions,

“It is their purpose that Japan 
shall be stripped of all the islands 
in the Pacific, which she has seized 
or occupied since the beginning of 
the first world war in 1914, and that 
all the territories Japan has stolen 
from the Chinese, such as Man- 
churia, Formosa, and the Pesca- 
dores, shall be restored to the re- 
public of China, Japan also will be 
expelled from all other territories 
which she has taken by violence 
and greed. 


INDEPENDENT KOREA 

“The aforesaid three great pow 
ers, mindful of the enslavement of 
the people of Korea, are determined 
that in due course Korea shall be- 
come free and independent 
“With these objects in view the 
three allies, in harmony with those 
of the United Nations at war with | 
Japan, will continue to persevere in 
the serious and prolonged opera- 
tions necessary to procure the un- 
conditional surrender of Japan.” 

A sense of immediacy was

31-year-old Canadian missionary, arrived as a repatriate yes-

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Unprecedented Unity of Command 
In Pacific Zone Appears Assured 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—(AP)—Allied forces in the Pacific and 
Asia now appear assured of an unprecedented unity of command 
for the rest of the war against Japan. 

This is implied in the official announcement of the first war 
strategy conference held by Prime Minister Churchill, President 
Roosevelt and President Chiang Kai-shek. 

The talks, the announcement reveals, were paralleled by mili- 
tary staff discussions which agreed upon future operations in the 
Pacific-Asiatic theatre. Observers here assumed that agreements 
also were reached on methods of meeting changing war conditions 
in future with the same high degree of unity which these discussions

to prepare them appetizingly

mal contains more vitamin A than 
the muscle eats Liver is rich in 

phosphorus, copper and man- 

gane all valuable in the baby’s 
} diet the 7th or 8th month) 
and heart also are 

liver, high in vitamin 

Mothers have long made use of 
the smooth, good-tasting liver soup | 
which comes in cans and is made 

f babies. They are less : 
to cook liver for the small child 

Calves’ liver is milder tasting, 


less fat and coarse than beef or 
lamb or pork liver. It may be 
prepared easily by dipping the 
liver into boiling water for a mo- 
ment, drying it and removing all 
strings and tendrils. This is a job 
but it makes for a more delicate 
and tender product. Then the 
liver may be run through a 
grinder, cooked gently in a little 
butter and served with cream 
sauce, or just plain or with veg- 
etables. 
Or, the ground, uncooked product 
xed with bread crumbs 
gs and cooked just as 
if it were a beef or veal loaf. Put 
a pan of water under the pan in 
which it is baked and the loaf will 
tender and moist. This is fine
